Individual  inspections  were  made  when  necessary. 
Result  of  the  examinations : 

Defective  teeth  25 

Defective  vision  1 

Enlarged   glands  1 

1  pupil  was  taken  to  Dr.  Hunter  for  refraction  and 
glasses. 

The  tuberculosis  patch  test  clinic  sponsored  by  the 
New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association  was  held  in 
February;  41  pupils  took  advantage  of  this  clinic.  It 
was  followed  by  a  chest  x-ray  clinic  held  in  the  Ossipee 
high  school.  19  pupils  had  chest  x-ray  pictures  taken ; 
all  reports  were  negative. 

A  dental  clinic  was  held  on  May  13th  by  Dr. 
Deneault  of  Meredith ;  22  pupils  were  examined.  The 
cleanings,  extractions  and  fillings  totaled  51  operations. 

We  were  fortunate  in  procuring  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Dental  Trailer,  with  Dr.  Schahan  and  Miss 
O'Brien,  dental  hygienist,  in  attendance.  29  pupils 
had  their  teeth  examined  and  cleaned  and  each  pupil 
had  four  fluorine  treatments. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  those  who  were  so  generous 
in  assisting,  both  financially  and  with  transportation 
in  carrying  out  these  projects,  also  the  Superintendent, 
the  School  Board  and  the  Teachers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Freedom : 

It  is  a  compliment  to  the  teachers  and  the  school 
that  a  very  good  percentage  of  the  graduates  continue 
their  education  in  high  school.  Last  year  there  were 
12  from  Freedom  attending  high  school,  and  during 
the  current  year  there  are  17,  At  the  same  time  there 
are  8  boys  and  girls  under  16  years  of  age  who  are  not 
attending  school.  Young  men  and  women  without 
benefit  of  high  school  training  find  themselves  at  a 
disadvantage  on  the  labor  market  where  they  have 
to  compete  with  the  great  majority  who  have  such 
training.  With  high  school  training  almost  manda- 
tory, and  such  a  large  proportion  of  the  grammar 
school  graduates  attending  high  school  it  would  seem 
to  be  a  good  investment  for  the  school  district  to 
provide  transportation  for  all  high  school  pupils.  It 
may  well  be  that  some  of  those  of  high  school  age  not 
not  attending  are  denied  the  privilege  because  of 
financial  inability  to  provide  their  own  transportation, 
I  urge  the  citizens  of  Freedom  to  give  this  serious 
consideration. 

The  lack  of  an  adequate  playground  and  suitable 
equipment  is  a  serious  defect  of  the  present  school 
facilities.  Boys  and  girls  of  school  age  are  growing 
rapidly  and  seriously  need  sufficient  ground  space  in 
which  to  play  active  organized  games.  This  is 
essential  to  proper  physical  development.  Futher- 
more  these  children  need  the  experience  of  cooperation 
on  the  playground  as  an  important  part  of  their  social 
training.  A  level  playground  area  of  not  less  than 
one  acre  is  the  recognized  standard  for  a  two-room 
school.  Yet  the  Freedom  school  has  only  the  very 
small  area  between  the  school  building  and  the  Masonic 
Building.  Adjacent  land  to  the  rear  of  the  school 
building  should  be  acquired  and  made  available  for  use 
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as    a    playground    before    the    opening    of    school    in 
September. 

The  hot  lunch  program  which  is  of  such  great 
value  in  maintaining  good  health  of  growing  children 
is  operated  through  the  cold  months.  Some  federal 
aid  is  obtained  to  help  defray  the  expense.  The  labor 
of  preparing  these  meals  falls  almost  wholly  upon  the 
teachers.  They  are  to  be  commended  for  the  great 
amount  of  work  they  have  put  into  this.  However 
each  teacher  puts  in  a  full  day  of  difficult  work  in 
planning  lessons,  hearing  classes,  correcting  papers, 
and  attending  to  the  needs  of  her  group.  To  add  to 
their  normal  burden  the  preparation  of  a  hot  lunch 
is  hardly  short  of  imposition.  Several  of  our  districts 
through  some  local  organization  such  as  the  Parent- 
Teachers  Association,  the  Woman's  Club,  or  similar 
group  are  sponsoring  the  hot  lunch  program  and 
providing  the  labor  and  equipment  necessary  in 
preparation  and  serving  of  the  meals.  There  may 
be  an  organization  in  Freedom  that  would  be  interested 
in  providing  such  sponsorship  as  a  civic  service  project. 

During  the  past  several  months  your  School 
Board  has  been  working  with  groups  from  Madison, 
Tamworth,  Ossipee,  and  Effingham  in  studying  the 
feasibility  of  the  organization  and  operation  of  a 
cooperative  high  school.  Freedom  has  a  distinct 
interest  in  this  project.  14  Freedom  pupils  are  now 
attending  Ossipee  High  School.  This  school  is 
crowded  and  in  a  very  few  years,  due  to  increasing 
numbers  in  the  grades,  will  be  unable  to  accept  tuition 
pupils  from  other  districts.  Such  a  cooperative  school 
as  is  under  study  would  have  about  300  pupils,  grades 
7  through  12,  and  12  teachers.  A  school  of  such  size 
could  offer  a  diversified  program  with  such  vocational 
training  as  might  be  needed  by  pupils  in  this  area. 
The  cost  of  construction  of  the  building  would  be 
apportioned  according  to  the  equalized  valuation  of  the 
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districts,  and  the  cost  of  operation  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  pupils  attending  from  the  several  districts. 
Formation  of  such  a  cooperative  school  district  is 
authorized  by  the  Cooperative  School  District  Act  of 
1947.  Progress  of  the  study  will  be  reported  in  the 
local  paper  until  such  time  as  a  complete  report  can 
be  submitted  by  the  committee  to  the  voters  of  the 
district. 

The  sincere  and  willing  cooperation  of  members 
of  the  School  Board,  parents,  teachers,  and  pupils  is 
appreciated  by  your  superintendent.
